^1 SWING BRIDGE. 

With the Island railway within a stone's 
thruw of t ho city the question that natur- 
ally presents itself is the means of transit 
for passengers and freight from the tar- 
iniuus to Victoria proper. Apparently, 
the moat simple and economical means 
would l>o an ordinary ferry, but while 
available for temporary parpoaes there 
are several objections to such a method 
of passage being employed in this par- 
ticular instance. Tho most convenient 
point would of course bo at the foot of 
Johnson street, directly across lo the res- 
ervation, whore there is at present a ferry 
boat service. The width of the channel 
hero ia about one hundred and twenty 
yards, and a large ferry constantly sta- 
tioned at this narrow part would provo 
too cumbersome to shipping, placed as it 
would have to be at the end of a short 
pier jutting from the shoaling shore of the 
reservat ion. It ia not many years since a 
well known M. P. P. strenuously advo- 
cated the construction at this point of a 
swing-bridge. At that time howover this 
view was thought to bo, and porhaps was, 
too anticipatory of the then requirements; 
but with a railway to the harbor's edge 
the case is entirely changed, and now, 
the establishment of a regular traffic way 
between the city and the reservation (no 
longer actually so) will probably 
t die this form. It would seem 
to be the moat convenient as 
offering the minimum of impediment 
to harbor navigation, while at the same 
time utiurding the greatest obtainable con- 
venience for foot passengers and vehicles. 
When this proposition was mooted at tho 
time previously alluded to, although it 
was not very seriously entertainod it was 
met with tho objection, amongst others, 
that shipping interests, centred in that 
part of the water front thus enclosed, 
would bo seriously injured. Tho same 
argument would probably be employed 
again, but while conceding its reasonable- 
ness from the point of view taken by 
those unfavorably atlectod, it is necessary 
to remember that the interests of a few 
nearly always Buffer in any work for the 
interest of the many. That the object to 
be attained comes undor tho latter cate- 
gory, can hardly bo combated; for all 
facilities fur rapid and effective 
communication, especially in toe case 
of railway travel and transport, are public 
boons. There is good cause therefore for 
considering that the question of the con- 
struction of a swing bridge connecting 
Victoria city with tho Island railway ttir- 
luiuus is one that the next municipal 
council will be called upon to considor. 

A CHANGE DESUiAHLE IN THE 
CLASS OF WAR ] r ESSELS. 

Sham naval battles undoubtedly have 
their uses, particularly when modern arm- 
ored war vessels engage in thorn. Pro- 
bably one of the most important things 
connected with thnm is tho experience 
gained by officers manoeuvring the im- 
mense warships, and in working the large 
guns with which they are armed. But a 
sham battle is after all a good deal of a 
dress parade. The vessols no through a 
certain amount of man«ouvring iu perfect 
security to themselves. Tho guns aro 
handled by crows who have not tho Bight 
of dead and wounded men boforo them. 
With ijj»> exception of tho noise of the 
guns everything on board ship goes on 
calmly, and with a certain decorum that 
would be considerably changed wore the 
enemy in front. A genuine battle is the 
only sure way of testing tho desirability 
of the modern war venBel. Tho handling 
of a war vessel must at such times depend 
upon tho movements of an antagonist. 
Then skillful manoeuvring will greatly 
help to win a battle. Otherwise it would 
be simply a matter of pounding 
— tho one with the heaviest guns 
and the best gunners winning. 
Tho modern war-ship is of such largo di- 
mensions that it is a question whether 
under the circumstances it does not pre- 
sent to the enemy a broad target. If so 
it would bo simply a matter of endurance 
between such vessels when in action. If 
nt sucli a time there should appear upon 
the scene a vessel capable of rapid move- 
ment and equipped with guns of long 
range, who can doubt that it would inflict 
serious injury by being able to chunge its 
position quickly and deliver its shot with 
but. little exposure to the guns of its 
cumbersome antagonists. Tho heavily ar- 
mored ship is not altogether a desirable 
out;. A more serviceable naval vessel 
will in all probability be adopt jd in its 
stead, and one that will bo leas expensive 
to build. There ia bit hi sense iu con- 
tinuing to construct the present stylo of 
war vessel. Perfection has not yet boon 
reached iu that respect and never will bo 
so lung as each new invention pert lining 
to them neutralizes to a certain extent the 
preceding one. Nations by following this 
Course have really no better protection in 
their navy than if the unwieldy iron clads 
were entirely out of existence and the 
woodon war vosaol again alioat. In that 
case they wuilcl all be placed upon the 
same level as regards the material with 
which their war-ships aro constructed, 
and great saving in tho expense of build- 
ing and maintaining them would be effect- 
ed thereby. 



A Very Likely Story. 

New York, Sept. 15. — T. P. O'Connor, 
in a London cable to the Star, aaya: 
Fierce dissensions reign in the royal 
family on the Bulgarian question. Tho 
Prince of Wales desires openly to wash 
his hiiiids of tho whole affair, but secretly 
opposes the brother of his sister Beatrice's 
husband, in favor of the successor of his 
wife's brother. Hia wife's brother has 
abandoned his attitude of reserve and de- 
clared himself warmly, not in support of 
hia own opinion hut against tho strong 
partisanship shown by tho Queen for 
Prince Alexander, supported by her 
favorite daughter. Lord Iddusloigh, 
foreign secretary in attendance on tho 
Queen, also strongly objects on constitu- 
Hional grounds to further direct interven- 
tion by the sovereign in diplomatic nego- 
tiations carried oil by tho government, 
lie is put forward by Salisbury to make 
these representations. Tho prime minis- 
ter ia too much of a c.iurlier to present 
them himself. 

Tho European outlook la more peaceful 
but 'still full of peril. Russia expresses 
a willingness to submit to Kuropo. A 
dangerous hI ago will he touched when 
matters reach tho phase of negotiation 
for revision of the treaty of Berlin.

fias vs. Electricity. 

To tub Editor: — After reading tho 
evidence taken by the investigating com- 
mittee ou the electric light the enquiries 
and reaults brought out are not at all 
favorable to tho interest of the city. 
With such great defects in the machinery 
the question arises, will it pay to remodel 
and make all tho alterations necessary., 
which seem, by tha testimony of the ex- 
perts almoBt needful lo tho carrying 
on of tho scheme I Tho question to tho 
ratepayers naturally urisec, when ia this 
great expense going to cease / Aa fur as 
I can learn the pruaant plant cost about 
$110,000. Considering tho interest ou 
such a largo amount, uud continual in - 
crease of expenditure, wo have now to 
ascertain before going into debt, if we 
can procure cheaper lighting, and some- 
thing that will not bo such an incubus to 
tho city, for ovidotitly tho electric light 
is becoming more of an encumbrance 
every day, and the outluy still keeps in- 
creasing. It seems that i's defects are 
only in keeping with the expense Sup- 
pose we compare lighting tho city with 
gas with that of the present system. It 
would stand, us near us I oan reckon, as 
follows: Wo have seven lowers and 
twenty singlo electric lights, costing for 
fuel and labor: 

Seven tons coal per night at$-i § r.ii 00 

One cord wood per night 4 ej 

Allow 3^0 ilava in the year, or in a total oi 

for fuel per annum 19,200 00 

Three er four men to run the affair, say 

s:ioo per month, or per annum S,000 oo 

Incidental expense*, icpalrinir, etc 1,600 00 

Interest on $30,000 at (I per cent 1,800 00 

126,160 0U 
Or in not figures, $'J,1S0 per month, 

I do not think I have over rated in tho 
above estimate, aa I have allowed forty- 
five nights without lighting, and every- 
thing at the usual rates. Estimating the 
cost of lighting the city with gas— Bay in 
all, with towers, according to the latest 
plans and single lamps — 200 gas lamps, 
would coat as follows: 
•100 jjaa lamps, at per lamp per month, or 

a tutal per annum S7,Si>» 00 

Or about one quarter the present cobI of electricity 

Tho city could outer into a contract, so 
that the gaa would be supplied up i ) a 
certain standard, and we would know 
exactly what tho city had t > pay yearly. 
But under the present arrangements the 
city ia paying interest on a plant coating 
$30,000 which in a short time will bo 
worthless. While if tho city was lit with 
gas, with even 400 or 500 gas lumps, it 
would then only coat the city half of the 
present system; iu fact, every ratepayer 
in Victoria could have a gaa lamp in front 
of hia house at less than half the present 
cost to tho city. "Ratepayer." 

1'lie Ottawa Seiisalioii.

To THE Editor: — I desire t > say a few 
words with reference t i the dispatch 
which appeared under tho above heading 
in this morning's Colonist. 

Firat, aa to the unfortunate young man 
who lost his life. He wus my pupil for a 
year or more at Trinity College school, 
Poit Hope, and during his university 
career i was a frequent visit >rto his room. 
So far from being "of a morose and mel- 
ancholy disposition," he was, though of 
retiring habits and reaervod with strang- 
ers, rather mirthful, and when among hia 
intimates of a witty and facetious turn of 
mind. Ho pursued hia studies regularly 
and with success, having but lately been 
called to the bar. As to tho theory of 
suicido, I may Bay that one would harlly 
expect a man 1 1 load but one chamber of 
a piatol for that purpose, and that in 
handling a revolver it is easy for a single 
loaded chamber to escape notice; the 
thing hna happened to myself. 

Secondly, Lady Campbell has been ob- 
liged for hor health t > reside for some 
years past iu the south of Europe, and 
has not been for mtiny years in an asylum 
in England. 

Lastly, Sir Alexander Campbell, though 
hampered by incurable lameness, has 
abandoned tho moat lucrative of profea- 
sions and devoted almost tho whole of a 
long and laborious life to tho service of 
his country. His long and successful po- 
litical career, assiduously pursued in Bpite 
of constant ill health which necessitited 
his retirement to the upper houao, speaks 
for itself. Hia able and exhaustive paper 
on the Riol question is yet froah iu the 
public mind, and British Columbiana 
know with what patience and couitesy ho 
met the innumerable claims upon hia at- 
tention iu this province, and that his beat 
efforts were given to tho furtherance of 
iti interests, his public services might 
surely have shielded him from the impu- 
tation of insanity from any aource save 
political malevolence. That so awful a 
shock may drive from public life a man in 
broken health is not impossible; but tho 
suggestion of auch an event would appear 
incompatible with ordinary decency, and 
cannot but seem to emanate from some 
one with whom "the wish is father to the 
thought."

— The government will 
immediately take steps to secure the release 
of the Canadian steamer Onward, recently 
seized in American waters by the revenue 
cutter Corwin. ft is understood that the 
minister of fisheries bus sent a demand to 
Secretary Bayard for tho immediate and 
unconditional surrender of the Onward. 
Sir Charles Tapper agrees with this view, 
aud he understands the feeling of the Brit- 
ish government ou the subject. It is held 
that the claim of the United Status iB pre- 
posterous, being iu direct violation of the 
international law which wus known to nil the 
world, and which tells nil that Russia, from 
whom the United States derived lior title to 
Alaska, especially agreed that British ves- 
sels should uot be molested iu the Pacific 
ocean on Behring Sea. 

Montreal, Sept. 13, — -The recorder gave 
judgment to-day deciding that members of 
the salvation army havo a perfect right to 
parade tho streots and siug. 

The Canadian Pacific railway having 
perfected all their arrangements, opened 
their entire telegraph system to the public 
service this morning. It is said that tho 
Postal Telegraph company, which bus its 
linos now iuto St. Paul, Minn., wf|] shortly 
extend them to Gretna to connect with tho 
C. P. It. system, thus giving Manitoba a 
competing route to St. Paul, Chicago, and 
other western points. 

Brigspn's grocery tloro, Fulton street, 
waa damaged by tiro early yesterday 
morning to tho extent of $L,500, and two 
dwelling houses on Dorchester atreet wore 
destroyed, loss §2,000 

Lakbfikld, Sept 13. — A body, sup- 
posed to bo tho remains of Jrmea Mc- 
Manila, who lived near Borleigll'a falls, 
was found floating in the water near here. 

Bkantford, Sept. 13.— Robert Cope- 
land's grocery was burned to-day. Loss, 
$3,000; insured for §1.500. 

TiiOKOLD, Sept. 13. — Petor Sleep's 
dwelling was burned to day. Losa §1,000; 
insured for §800. 

Halifax, Sept. 13. — Tho date of tho 
trial of the case of the captured schooner 
David .1 Adams, has been finally agreed 
upon. It will begin on the 2Jrd inat., 
when evidence of the violation of the 
treaty of 1818 will be taken before a sten- 
ographer. 

Fred B. Morrine, member of the New- 
foundland legislature for Bonavista, says 
the Labrador fisheries are a total failure. 
At their beat they afford but bare subsis- 
tence. About thirty thousand pooplo go 
from Newfoundland to Labrador for liah 
every year, and this year they have uot 
caught enough to pay the coBt of trans- 
portation and supplies. At least twenty 
thousand more people aro dependent up- 
on the auccesa of the thirty thousand. 
Tho total failure of the shore fishing this 
year renders seventy thousand pooplo 
destitute, only twenty thousand of thoau 
dependent upon them being prepared to 
stand the loss of the year's labor. Tho 
people have barely enough fur present 
necessities. Tho only relief to this pic- 
tun: ia the fact that the potato crop, the 
only crop raised on the island, ia turning 
Out well and will yield about a pock per 
Inud of population. 

BattIiEFORd, Sept. 13.— Considerable 
excitement waa caused in town by tho 
announcement that sixty-four Indiana 
had deserted from Poundmaker'a reservo 
on Monday night last. The reds struck 
out iu the direction of Edmonton and so 
far tho object of their movement has not 
been discovered. A party of mounted 
police havo gone t'ftor them.

1873, when he and his government retired. 
He was appointed a member of tho exe- 
cutive council for the Northwest territor- 
ies in December, 1872. Ho was n success 
ful candidate for "MontarvillH" in tho 
legislative council of Canada for 1858, 
uud for Bochelaga in tho Canadian As- 
Henibly of 1802 He represented St. 
Boniface in the Manitoba assembly for 
which ho waa lirat returned by acclama- 
tion in Dooembor, 1870, and he waa called 
to the senate on Manitoba entering the 
Dominion in 1871. Both gentleman ate 
conservatives iu politics.

Nanaijio, Sept. 17. — The U. S. revenue 
cutter Corwin, Capt. Abbey, arrived at 
ihe V. C. Co.'s shutea to duy from a 
bruise tin AlaBkan waters. Capt. Abbey 
reports that ho seized throe British and 
throe American schooners for killing 
seals contrary to the United Stales 
statutes. The captains and mates of each 
schooner have been found guilty and lined 
and imprisoned, with the exception of 
Capt . Ogilvy, who has mysteriously dis- 
appeared.

Professor Tannor, a member of tho In- 
stitute of Agriculture, London, England, 
is in t 'io city , a guest of the Driard. It is 
understood that he will gathor such infor- 
mat'on at tho request of tho Dominion 
government wit Ii respect to tho province 
as may bo laid before English people 
meditjting emigration to this country. 
These would be in the main persons of 
prupei by who nave lived in others of the 
colonies and prefer colonial life to a resi- 
dence in Britain. It is believed there is 
a largo class of these, many old Australian 
aud New Zealand colonists, desiring to re- 
move to British Columbia, where a wider 
field is open for their exeit'.ons. Prof. 
Tanner has already reported on tho capa- 
bilities of tho Northwest, territories and 
Ontario, and his work has been the means 
of inducing many people t i settle in Cana- 
da. The Professor believes that one re- 
sult. will bo the buying out of Ontario 
farmers by comparatively wealthy Eng- 
lishmen, tho former settling in tho North- 
wost territories and British Columbia, 
whero abundance of tortile land awaitB 
them. Ho commended tho Agricultural 
College at Guelph, and considered that it 
had done good work. 

The Professor had seen too little of 
British Columbia to be able to express an 
opinion, but from what little he has seen 
ho is most favorably impressed with tho 
province. His visit cannot fail to bo of 
great service to our young, fottile, and 
beautiful province.

A Suppressed Sensation in the 
Upper Crust ot Hew York 
Society. 

New York lottor in Cincinnati En- 
quirer: There are crime chapters in New 
York hiBtory that have never seen the 
public light, and possibly never will. 
Wealth can hide tho disgrace of a family, 
especially if the attainment of the ends of 
jiiBtice is not involved. The authorities 
are tender of the honor of old houses, and 
complacent to tho influences of their gold. 
Thus many a dark deed is hidden forever 
from the public knowledge. An old officer 
of tho Now York force, for many years 
connected with tho detective department, 
related t i me to-day tho curious and 
ghastly particulars of one of those all'iirs. 
Evor Binco tho firpt commercial treaty 
With Spain, by which Cuban trade was 
encouraged, thero has been a large col- 
ony in New York of tho swarthy, black- 
haired and hot-blooded Cubans. The 
admixture of pure Castilian, Indian and 
negro races in the tropics develops a pro- 
duct which is curiously varied. Tho W r ost 
Indian negro holds himself as far above 
the negro of tho Southern States as tho 
Creoles of New Orleans hold themsolves 
above a mulatto, or a mulatto above the 
Congo black; and in tho tropical belt 
thero is no groat social barrier against the 
mixture of the white and black races. 

There came to Now York in 1802, aB 
the junior partner of a great Havuua firm 
a young Cuban named Sangreven. I am 
not certain but that he had a prefix to 
his name, aa many Cubans have, by 
reason of some French blood, and that 
he was known at home as Senor do 
Sangreven. He traced his lineaga back 
to a noble Spanish family, which had 
been near the occupants of the throne of 
Spain. The personal history of (ho im- 
mediate ancestors wbb not so well known 
as that of the ancient founders of tho 
name. Lie had wealth, education, had 
traveled, possessed an elegant figure, 
tine face, and excellent address. With 
an assured business position it was not 
long bufore he drifted into New York 
Bociety on a better fooling than is ac- 
corded many a worthy young New 
Worker with equal personal position, but 
an ancestry that cm only be traced to 
tho butcher-shop or a counter. San- 
greven was hot-headed and passionate, 
like his countrymen. Ho fell in love 
with a belle of the soaaou, the blonde 
aud fair haired daughter of a Fifth 
avenue nabob, an old New Yorker, whose 
only business was to watch his wealth 
and to invest ita accumulated nnd 
accumulating product. Tho father was a 
millionaire several times over. He op- 
posed the suit of tho handsome Cuban, 
and unwittingly added fuel thereby to 
tho flames of a passion that had Bprnng 
up in the heart of his child. She en- 
couraged the Cuban and married him. 
There was nothing strange to Now York 
in all this. Indeed, it was quite in the 
ordinary run of evonts But there was 
one man to whom this marriage was like 
a cup of wormwood aud gill. Ho was a 
young Southerner, who had met the 
bride in Europe, and followed her homo 
to press a suit in which thero had never 
been a momenta hope after she knew he 
was in sympathy with the rebellion, 
which was then in its height, Tlu l-.y .. j 
daughter of Now York even taunted her 
lover with cowardice in pressing his at- | 
tontion* upon her at a time when, if he 
was really a believer in rebellion, he 
ought to be supporting his opinions on 
the battlefield. His name was Walter S. 
Randolph. When ho learned that her 
favored suitor was a Cuban, he swore to 
revenge himself on the woman who had 
preferred a "nigger" to a Southern gen- 
tleman, for, like many of the Southern- 
ers, he looked on all Cubans as having 
negro blood in their veins. 

The announcement of tho wedding saw 
him on board of a Bteamor bound for 
Havana; six months later he was in 
New York with indisputable evidence 
that Sangreven was descended in part 
from tho negro stock. This proof was 
accompanied by portraits that purported 
to be representations of Sangreven's black 
ancestors. With a cruelly that a devil of 
h— 1 might envy, he had those photo- 
graphs and proofs conveyed to Mra. San- 
greven by a hand ao sure that alio could 
not fail to get them. Tho effect was ter- 
rible. Tho poor girl waa proud as Luci- 
fer. She really loved her handsome 
husband. But tho thought of tho negro 
blood in his veins waa repulsive beyond 
measure. Thore was added to her hor- 
rible thoughts tho knowledge that she 
was to become a mother, and that her 
child would also bear this taint.

She wept, a lit lo, kiss- 
ed him, but, though he essayed to talk, 
rofused to let him. Finally she soot, him | 
away and called for the babe. Shu looked 
at its ditt irted body and its ugly face 
long and fixedly. Il moaned, the mother's 
instinct was aroused, and she placed it at 
her breast. She lay for a long t.imo bo 
silent then, with her eyes closed, that 
tho nurse thought her asleep, and stepped 
for a moment into the hall, When aho 
returned there seemed to bo no change. 
But something had transpired that was to 
cost two lives. Tho desperate woman hud 
reached from her bed to a table and had Bo- 
omed a bottle containing a powerful poison 
small doses of which had been adminis- 
tered to her as a stimulant in her illnoss.

A PliKA for Alcohol. — Tho Rdvue 
Sciontilicquo publishes a papor on alco- 
hol and alcoholism which presents atatia- 
ties and conclusions of a startling nature 
Tho author, M. Fournierde Flaix, affirms 
that tho outcry against alcohol is utterly 
unmerited, as it does far more good than 
harm. To demonstrate this, M. de Flaix 
furnishes tabular statements to show that 
not only in the French departments, but 
in all other countries tho birth-rate is 
lower and tho death-rate higher wherever 
the consumption of alcohol is small. It 
if further argued from these figures that 
neither criminality nor suicide is In pro- 
portion to alcoholic consumption. In 
tho Seine ot Oise the consumption of al- 
cohol ia just about half what it ia in the 
Seine InfeVieure, yet tho suicide rate is 
double in the former. In England, ag sin, 
more alcohol ia consumed than in 
France, and yet in France, the writer 
points out, the birth-rate, tho death- 
rate, the statiotics nf crime and suicide > re 
less favorable than in England. The com- 
parisons for Italy, Spain, Sweden, Norway, 
Denmark, Russia, Austria, and Germany 
show analagous results. M. de Flaix's con- 
clusion iB that it is the nutions with tho 
most vital powers, tho greatest wealth, and 
the beBt morals who consume tho most 
alcohol, Alcohol ho maintains to be an 
alimentary element, whoso consumption 
should depond directly upon tho require- 
ments of the climalo. Our lato 
prime minister, among othoi'B, 
is cited by M. do Flaix in support of Iub 
thesis. He stiya: "Mr Gladtt mio takes 
every day two glasHos of claret at lunch 
and two at dinner, with a glass of port, 
wine. His alcoholic consumption has 
been estimated by his son at seven gallons 
a year, which would bo three and a half 
times tho average consumption por head 
in England, and four and a half timea 
the averago in Eurupe.

There 
are some good pieces of wheat in most 
parts of tno country, and tho ears are 
geuerally large and well tilled, but thoro 
is a preponderance of thin wheat (in plant) 
in tho country, ao that the yield on the 
whole must bo below the average. If we 
haue lino weather tho sample will bo 
plump and heavy. Tho acreage is smaller 
than it was last year, but tho exact differ- 
ence will not bo known till the abstract 
of the agricultural returns expected 
shortly comes out. Barley is about an 
average crop, but the heaviest pieces have 
boon laid by heavy rains. Data nniHt bo 
litfht— the worst of tho cereals. lioaus 
and peas will bo about up to tho average. 
Potatoes promise to yiold abundantly , and 
root crops will be heavy if tho weather 
for tho next month bo even moderately 
suitable. An excellent hay crop iias boon 
secured. Hops promise to bo a splendid 
crop but need sunny weather. Thoro is 
mould in some plantations which will in- 
crease, if the weather should continue to 
be unsettled as it has been lataly. Tho 
apple crop is very deficient.
